New York.—Brought back lo life | 
after his heart had ceased beating for 
two hours. Edward McElroon. of 
Yonkers, stood in the police court the 
saber day a hale and hearty man. and 
listened as a doctor told bow he had 
been revived after preparation* had 
been made to take his body to the 
morgue. 

In a street row seven 'Greeks ago. 
McElroon was struA on the head with 
a wrench, sustaining a compound frac¬ 
ture of the skull.

An election was 
held at Middles boro two weeks ago, 
and the “drys” put forth all their ef¬ 
forts to carry the last citadel of Demon 
Rum in the Eleventh. They failed by 
* small margin. . 

There isn’t a county in Kentucky 
that is totally “wet.” 

There are only four counties that are 
approximately saturated. These are 
Meade, Jefferson, Kenton and Camp¬ 
bell. along the Ohio River in the north¬ 
ern part of the State. Todd county, on ( 
the southern border, was "wet," but 
the “drys" captured it in their recent 
raid. 

There are ninety-four counties with¬ 
out saloons, nineteen with saloons at 
Bfily one place, nine with saloons at 
two places, and six where whisky is 
•old at three or more points.
